SURVEY OF SITUATION IN OHIO 
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Increase of Prices Results in Feeling 
of Confidence Among Farm ers, the 
Government 
Statistician 
Says. 
Oats in U niform ly Good Condition 
Over the State— Good Crop of Hay 


Reported. 


Columbus, Aug. 4.—In a survey of 
the agricultural situation, C. J. West, 
state-federal 
crop 
statistician, 
de­ 
clares that Ohio farmers will benefit 
considerably from 
increased 
grain 
and hog prices, but they will not find 
themselves in anything like the situa­ 
tion ol agriculturalists of Kansas and 
some 
other 
states, - where 
bumper 
crops and a rising market are expect­ 
ed to offset the losses of several un­ 
favorable years. 
The higher range of prices is said 
to have resulted In a better moral 
situation and a feeling of confidence 
among farmers, and may be the fore­ 
runner of a general leveling out of 
values as between agricultural 
and 
manufactured products. 
The sharp rise in the market prices 
for wheat, corn and hogs represents 
proportionately increased returns for 
those who have these products to 
sell, but production has been 
only 
sporadically 
good, 
and, 
therefore, 
financial benefits will be extremely 
scattered, strongly felt in some sec­ 
tions aud scarcely noticeable in oth­ 
ers, depending 
entirely 
upon 
crop 
conditions, 
West 
says. 
I he 
onl> 
grain crop which is uniformly good 
over the state is oats, West declares, 
and oats in- Ohio comprise only a 
minute portion of the cereal produc­ 
tion. 
Wheat, while good in northwestern 
Ohio, particularly in Auglaize, I, Ilion, 
Mercer and Van Wert counties, is in 
much less favorable condition in the 
northern and northeastern sections, 
and extremely poor in the central and 
southern portions of tile state. W ests 
statistics show'. 
“There may be some increase in 
the money value of the present wheat 
crop over that of a year ago,' West 
declares, “but there is little doubt 
that, this increase will he less than 25 
cent and probably about IO per 
Some farmers in central and 
southern 
Ohio, particularly 
around 
Washington C. H., have found their 
wheat so poor that they are not cut­ 
ting it, believing themselves better 
off financially if they leave it in the 
field. 
This offsets somewhat the gen­ 
eral benefits of good crops in other 
4parts of the state ” 
Corn Yield In Ohio. 
The corn yield will be good only 
In scattered districts with some good 
fields, but much very poor acreage, 
West says his statistics show. 
In 
wos ie rn Ohio and some parts of tike 
■southern section the prospects are 
fair, 
he declares, but even In these 
.districts an early frost would do very 
great damage because of the lateness 
in planting. 
In other portions of the 
state tin* corn yield will be extremely 
poor, not only in quantity, but also 
in quality, West says 
The situation 
apparently has not changed since he 
made his* prediction that the 1924 
Ohio corn crop probably would be 
the poorest in 20 years, he declares, 
adding that “the best we can hope 
for is a two-thirds crop.” 
A reflection of the shortage of corn 
in the price of hogs, aa predicted by 
some authorities, may be a possibil­ 
ity, West concedes 
“lf farmers rush 
their hogs to market because they 
have no corn with which to fatten 
them, there is some danger of a re­ 
duction in hog prices ” he admits. 
“However, the production of pork in 
the state probably will be only about 
80 per cent of that of a year ago and 
this may militate against any sharp 
reduction in prices ” 
The good crop of hay which has 
resulted 
from 
extremely 
favorable 
weather conditions will be of finan­ 
cial benefit in some sections. West 
believes. 
Dairy and other farm prod- 
ucuts, however, have not participated 
in the activities of the rising market

Interest Collected on State Money For 
Quarter Ended July 31. 
Columbus, Aug. 4 —State Treasurer 
Day collected $269,204.13 for the quar­ 
ter ending July 31 from 400 banks 
throughout Ohio, which 
as inactive depositories, 
on state money deposits, 
eral thousand dollars more than was 
collected during the preceding quar­ 
ter ending April 30, at which time the 
collections amounted to $265,661.90.

Columbus, Aug. 4 — Crime has In­ 
creased enormously within the past 
IO years and the combined population

This is revealed in the report of the 
state board of clemency for the fiscal 
year ending July i. 
Auto then swells the population of 
penal institutions ny hunureds now. 
It furnishes the means of getaway in 
roboery and adds to that of other 
forms of crime, the report says, and 
continues:

Recuauuendation 
for 
executive 
clemency has been made by the board 
in 73 cases during the fiscal year, aud, 
with one exception, Governor Dona- 
ney followed the recommendation of 
the board. 
Each one of the pardoned 
men is 
going straight,” and not one 
has been either reported for violation 
of his parole or been returned, the 
report says. 
Defending its action in recommend­ 
ing executive clemency to Governor 
Donahey in so man> cases, the board 
says; 
"This board has recommended 
to Governor Donahey during the past

This reduction, the 
port declares, was by reason of 
Norwood law. 
No fees are charged 
or accepted in behalf of prisoner* 
and the law directs that an attorney 
or other person shall appear bel ore 
the board of clemency in behalf of 
any prisoner seeking his freedom 
The parole honor system is defend­ 
ed by the board, and strong praise is 
given Warden Thomas for his help in 
this matter. 
The men are tested in 
various degrees by the warden aud 
the test of the honor roll qualities tile 
prisoners for places on the monthly 
parole docket. 
During the past year paroles were 
granted to 241 inmates of the peniten­ 
tiary, 
conditioned 
that 
they 
leave 
Ohio, and to 158 inmates of the Mans­ 
field reformatory, and 2f> of the worn 
en s reformatory at Marysville, on 
the same condition, making a total 
of 424. 
None of these was born in 
Ohio. 
The number 
of 
parole vio­ 
lators returned during the year was 
255, of whom only 57 were paroled 
by the present board 
Out of more 
than 500 applications for pardons and 
commutation of sentence during the 
year, more than 428 were rejected.

REGIONAL BILLETS 
FOR W A R O RPHANS 


With the dedication recently of the 
American Legion's children’s billet at 
otter Lake. Mich., the Legion has 
gotten under way with a nation-wide 
program of child welfare. Specifically, 
the Legion Intends to care for all the 
children whose fathers were killed in 
action or who died as a result of serv­ 
ice in the American forces during the 
World war. 
There are at present, according to 
experts, 5,000 waifs of war who are 
being denied childhood privileges be­ 
cause their fathers died in service. By 
the creation of regional billets the Le­ 
gion intends to care for all of these. 
The plan outlined by the national 
child welfare committee of the Legion 
allows for expansion to meet the re­ 
quirements ten years hence, when the 
peak load will be reached—55,000 of 
them. 
The billet at Otter Lake. Mich., is 
typical of the Legion’s method o 
handling tills Important phase of sen 
Ice work. 
It Is neither an institution 
nor an orphanage. 
It approximates a 
home as far as It is humanly possible. 
Instead of having one big dormitory, 
the way most institutions are run, the 
Legion has small cottages of from 
four to six rooms. 
Nine children at 
the most are housed in one building, 
I where they are looked after by a 
house mother. 
The children dress as 
other children, with no semblance of 
uniformity. They attend public school, 
having In the morning, taking their 
lunch, and returning about five o’clock 
In time to play until supper time. 
The Otter Lake billet, which is the 
first regional billet, now cares for 26 
children, with three houses built and 
ground broken for two more. 
These 


j children are of every extraction—Hun­ 
garian, Polish, French, Italian and the 
! like. 
Many of them came to the billet 
in extremely poor health, emaciated 
and undernourished, 
j 
Overlooking Otter lake, one of the 
i prettiest of Michigan’s thousand lakes, 
Lthe billet is ideal for health purposes 
land, under the guidance of Mrs. Eva 
[iBgersoll, supervising mother, the food 
II prepared is based on body-building 
needs. 
Dr. O. Johnson, the superin­ 
tendent, looks after the health of the

Not only does the Legion care for 
hildren in regional billets, but it a l s o 
cares for them in childless families. 
Following precedents established by 
social workers, the Legion seeks about 
I [for ex-service men who have no fami­ 
lies and who wish to rear one of tile 
waifs of war, and allows them to 
adopt one. 
The Legion takes excep­ 
tional care in Investigating circum­ 
stances so that the child will get the 
tender care rightfully due. 
In other instances the legion has 
found that the mother does not wish 
to be separated from her child. 
In 
such an ’event the Legion furnishes 
cash support. 
The need for such welfare work is 
proved when it is known that the 
government 
does not compensate a 
widow sufficiently to Insure adequate 
support. 
A widow with no children 
receives but $25 a month. 
With one 
child, she gets VSS, and $0 for each ad­ 
ditional child. 
As a result, it is neces­ 
sary for her to work to support her­ 
self, and if ber child is very young she 
must place it in a nursery. 
If the 
Child Is but a few years of age the 
Legion bas found that It runs wild 
and, in many caste, the environment 
D such that It becomes a gamin. 
The child welfare activities of the 
Legion are the most Important, next 
t" the care of tile disabled, on the Le­ 
gion's program of national service.

Inefficient operation of 
threshing machines is responsible for 
a great many bushels of wasted grain,

Time and Grain Lost. 
Any 
standard 
threshing 
machine 
will do Its work with very little waste 
of grain or loss of time, if kept in 
good condition, adjusted properly for 
the particular job on which it is en­ 
gaged, 
furnished 
with 
the 
proper 
amount of power applied correctly 
and watched intelligently while In op­ 
eration. 
Nevertheless, it Is true that 
a great amount of time Is lost and a 
large amount of grain wasted unneces­ 
sarily In threshing. 
All 
thresher manufacturers have 
endeavored to make their machines 
as efficient as possible and the con­ 
struction such that they will give a 
minimum of trouble. 
However, there 
are so many parts to a threshing ma­ 
chine, und it must work under such a 
wide range of conditions, that numer­ 
ous adjustments must be left for the 
operator to make In the field, und 
careful attention Is required for Its 
successful operation. 
If a machine fails to separate all of 
the grain from the straw It Is usually 
due to one or more of the following 
causes: (I) The machine is not being 
mn at its proper speed, (2) the cylin­ 
der fails to thresh all of the kernels 
out of the heads, (8) the separating 
mechanism Is not level, or (4) the 
blast Is not adjusted properly. 
Crop Owner Interested. 
Naturally the threahemaan Is not so 
vitally concerned 
In 
getting every 
bushel of grain from the straw as Is 
the crop owner, because It only means 
two or three 
cents to him 
for each 
bushel saved, whereas to 
the crop 
owner It means the price of the en­ 
tire bushel, a matter of 50 or OO cents, 
or more, depending upon the kind of 
irrain being threshed and the price of 
it on the market. 
The crop owner, 
therefore, should be versed In the op­ 
eration of the machine and 
at least 
know whether the separator man has 
his machine adjusted for the most ef­ 
ficient results possible.

Three Great Objects of 
Cultivation Discussed 
In urging the proper tilling of tile 
soil, the New York State College of 
Agriculture points out that cultivation 
has three main objects: Killing weeds, 
loosening the soli and saving moisture; 
further, this is said to he probably ttee 
order of their Importance. 
Weeds must be kept down and the 
earlier they are disturbed after germi­ 
nation the easier they are killed. The 
critical time is the period between 
planting and the time when the crop 
Is large enough to cultivate without 
covering the plants. 
For corn and potatoes, the tillage 
with the harrow or weeder is likely to 
be the making of the crop so far aa 
cultivation is concerned. The start the 
crop gets on the weeds is likely to be 
maintained, especially In the rows. 
Assuming good fitting of the aoli 
mid a reasonably good tilth, two Inches 
Is the maximum depth of cultivation 
desirable. 
Greater depth Is likely to 
stimulate weeds by bringing up more 
•ends.

I ti on ai architecture were a subject of 
prolonged discussion at the architects* 
convention held In this city. 
The ar­ 
guments were picturesque, but did not 
.start any public debate whatever on 
the question of the builder’s art. 
Tills is said to be rather strange, In­ 
asmuch 
ae 
the educated 
American 
likes to be on friendly terms with the 
arts. 
He has ids own ideas about 
painting, literature and music. At the 
worst he knows what he likes, and at 
the best he has some technical knowl­ 
edge 
and 
un 
innate 
sensitiveness 
which 
enable 
him 
to 
appreciate 
values. But he treats architecture like 
the proverbial redheaded stepchild. 
The poorest •ort of oil painting is 
viewed as a work of art, but a blind­ 
ing, unless it be a cathedral or a pal­ 
ace, is catalogued In the public mind 
only os a useful article. 
I 
In recent years architects have be­ 
gun to urge that the public take an 
interest in their aims and achieve­ 
ments. 
They point out that so long 
j as men live in houses architecture will 
play a more Intimate part in their 
Jives titan any other art. 
Tile trou­ 
ble Is that until the public begins to 
regard its building as art It will learn 
very little about the technic of archi­ 
tecture; and yet until it knows some­ 
thing about the technical values it is 
rot likely to takn much interest in the 
artistic side of construction and de­ 
signs. 
And there we have another of 
those vicious circles. 
Roughly, a building can be judged 
by tile educated layman according to 
coiunion-sense standards 
of 
beauty, 
usefulness 
and 
appropriateness. 
A 
railway station that resembles a Gothic 
cathedral may be an efficient train- 
shed, it may be attractive, but most 
irchltects would feel that the combina­ 
tion of ideas Involved Is Incongruous. 
There is no reason why Gothic style 
should be reserved for churches and 
college buildings, but because of the 
association of the Gothic with the 
beautiful 
old 
English 
cathedrals 
a 
hustling, noisy station Is probably not 
the best sort of building for Gothic 
design. 
Art vs. Usefulness. 
Another example of unfitness is the 
building that Is so rigidly artistic that 
it fails to be practical. 
Tim rooms, it 
may be, are drafty and badly lighted. 
The interior is poorly arranged for ef­ 
ficiency. 
Convenience bas been sacri­ 
ficed to effect, and tile result cannot be 
termed fine architecture in the broad­ 
est sense. 
With these ideas In mind, It Is Inter­ 
esting to note a few of tile high spots 
touched by the architects In their dis­ 
cussion of precedent. 
Tills is the sub­ 
ject which apparently worries tile mod­ 
ern designer more than any other. 
Fainters have their Impressionist and 
cubist schools. 
Writers develop new 
nnd strange literary forms. But archi­ 
tecture clings to tile classic models, 'n 
fact, it clings so faithfully that the 
question was raised at tho convention 
as to whether or not many of our fa­ 
mous buildings are not frank plagiar­ 
ism. 
What would we think of the art­ 
's! who painted “Mona Lisa" for a mil­ 
lionaire, only changing it a lilt to fit a 
given space In a library, or perhaps 
adding a note of red to tone in with 
Hie wall paper? But we think nothing 
of it if a new public building is a more 
or less faithful reproduction of the 
Parthenon or of some famous Euro­ 
pean palace. 
Defense of the practice of Imitation 
rests mainly on the argument that 
there is no American style of architec­ 
ture and America can do no better 
than to adapt forms that are obviously 
beautiful and inspiring. 
No architect believes in ignoring the 
fine work that has been done by the 
old musters. The most unconventional 
designers agree that they must draw 
on tile Ideas and technic of the g n at 
original designers of history. 
Their 
point is that In the Golden ages of cre­ 
ative art designers managed to evolve 
buildings that expressed the spirit of 
the people and the times. The Italian 
renaissance artists did not feel that 
tie* Greeks and Egyptians had thought 
out all the possible variations of con 
-traction and that a sensible man could 
do no better than stick to their models. 
Nor did those medieval builders -bud­ 
der at the sight of structures that 
could not be labeled Greek, Roman or 
generally classic. 
What the builders of American cities 
are criticized for is that they lur e so 
far done their best work In foreign 
styles, and that they have not succeed­ 
ed In using those styles to evolve any­ 
thing typically American for our typic­ 
ally American und Twentieth century 
structures, 
W. R. B. Wilcox, an Oregon arch! 
reminded the convention that 
present-day buildings have not a great 
deal In common with ancient shelters: 
“Ancient races,’* he said, “did not have 
our schools, libraries, hospitals, banks, 
factories, nor our commercial build­ 
ings As for houses, temples and tombs, 
probably only the last-named were used 
in the way we use them." 
Automobile an Example.

“On exhibition were a number of ve­ 
hicles of historic design. 
They were 
advertised as the last word In auto­ 
mobiles.

The architects were more or less 
agreed that there is little prospect that 
a great American style in architecture 
will be developed in the Immediate fu­ 
ture. 
The builder's art at its best Is 
moi« expressive of a community and 
an em than of the Individual builder’s 
personality. 
At present there is not 
enough unity in American traditions 
for any architect to express America in 
stone as the Athenian could express 
Greece. Each racial ingredient in the j 
ni' ltihg pi t differs and each section of 
the country with its individual history 
and its individual natural conditions 
presents a different background for 
the designer to Study. 
Tile situation, however, is far from 
hopeless, all designers believe. Ralph 
Adams Cram told his fellow architects 
at the convention that in many Ameri­ 
can homes, colleges and churches prec­ 
edent and tradition have been used as 
bases for real creative expression. 
“In spite of plagiarism—or because 
of it/’ he said, "we all know perfectly 
well that there is more really good ar­ 
chitecture being produced in America 
today than ever before, and tar bet­ 
ter then that of any other country in 
the world for the last 300 years."

I V E years ago when we began the 
negotiations with you and your 
public officials looking toward 
the re-adjustment of rates and service 
for natural gas which, since then, has

necessary for good service if severe cold 
weather had been experienced during 
any of the intervening winters. 
However, the general condition of 
steady decline has continued to such 
an extent that a marked shortage was 
clearly in evidence every two-day cold 
spell during the List and the several 
previous winters, and had these cold 
spells prevailed longer, as would have 
been the case iii even a moderately 


severe winter, the shortage would have 
been acutely felt, this despite the fact 
that the making of extensions was dis­ 
continued a year ago. 
Had this action 
not been taken at least 6,000 more 
meters would have been added last 
year, representing the population of 
a town of 30*000, and the resultant 
effect would have been disastrous. 
It is clearly evident, from the stand­ 
point of public welfare, that this situ­ 
ation must not be allowed to continue 
without the most strenuous efforts be­ 
ing made to mitigate it so far as possible, 
and it must be apparent to all that any 
measures adopted to correct such con­ 
ditions as outlined above must have a 
beginning long in advance of the de- 
si red accomplishment. 
I o this end the company has pro­ 
ceeded as far as it can without further 
co-operation and assistance from its 
patrons.
